ENDICOr1’s KEPORT. 


Status of the Army—: reparations for 
the National Defense. 
Dec. 2.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.}] Secretary Endicott has made 
his report to the President of the adminis- 
tration of the War Department during the 
fiscal June 30th last. The total 
expenditures were $41,650,107. The appro- 
priations fer the current fiseal year amount 
to $59,679,935, and the estimates for the 
fiscal year ending June 20, 1890, aggregate 
#49,632,507, as follows: Salaries and contin- 
gent expenses, $1,798,390; military eStab- 
lishment, support of army and Military 
Academy, 25,293,378; public works, in- 
cluding river and harbor improvements, 
$13,785,234; miscejlaneous objects, 
The estimates tor river and harbor 
improvements represent the probable cost 
of such improvements if approved by Con- 
ress. 
, The Secretary gives a brief review of the 
trouble with the Chiricahua Apache In- 
dians from the Mexican war to the present 
time, and discusses the various plans sug- 
gested for their future treatment. The In- 
dians are now coufined at Mt. Vernon bar- 
racks, aud many appeals have been made 
for their release, in regard to their disp.- 
sition the Secretary says: “Various plans 
have been suggested. The most promising 
one is by Gen. Armstrong, to place them on 
a farm near Fortress Monroe, but there 
were serious objections urged from many 
uarters and it was deemed impr cticable. 
tt is very desirable to secure some place 
where the climate is suitable. An opportu- 
nity may be had to instruct and employ 
them ip agriculture. In the meantime the 
work, if not of reformation certainly of 
amelioration and the softening of their sav- 
age qualities, is making progress, and they 
are as contented and happy as they can be 
anywhere outside of Arizona. For it is to 
be remarked that they cling to that spot, and 
would resolutely resist and would be very 
unhappy if moved to any other permanent 
Lume. 
The Secretary renews the recommenda- 


tion contained in his Jast annual report as 


to the examinations for promotion, and says 
that the necessity for such examinations 
grows more and more. 

DESERTIONS IN THE ARMY. 

Desertions from the army continue in 
large pumbers as in previous years, but 
from investigations recently made, it ap- 
pears that 80 per cent. of the desertions oc- 
cur before the expiration of the second year 
of the service. In discussing the various 
plans suggested to prevent desertions, the 
Secretary says: 

“It is worthy of consideration whether the 
officers in command of the troops at the 
military posts or the captains of companies 
vhould not be authorized to impose punish- 
ment for minor offenses, but in granting 
be necessary to 
specify the extent and character of the pun- 
ishment for each offense, otherwise there 
would be no uniform rule, nor would it be 
wise to repose 80 large a discretion upon a 
single officer.” 

He reviews the report of the visitors to 
the Mili Academy, and indorses their 
ations for new buildings for 
soldiers’ quarters, for a new academic 
buiiding, new gymnasium, separate buiid- 
ing for the department of natural and ex- 
perimental philosophy, and the purchase of 
the Kinsley estate, 

The Secretary says that all States and 
Territories now have an active militia, suf- 
ficient under tha regui:tions to entitle 
thei te receive ordnance and quarter- 
master’sstores from the United States, ex- 
cepting the State of Arkansas and the Ter- 
ritories of Arizona, idahoand Utah. It is 
hoped that very soon practical instruction 
in seacoast defenses and the handling of 
heavy artillery may be giveu to the militia, 
and the officers of the army will be relied 
upen to give zealous and corcial assistance. 

“By a generous supply of ammunition for 
target practice to colleges where army 
officers are insteuctors,” the Secretary says, 
“itis ible that competitive contests in 
rifle shooting might in time become as pep- 
ular with some.of these inland colleges as 
boat raging Bowat the universities of our 
seavoard.” 

Convinced from former reports and per- 
sonal inspection of the workings of the sys- 
tem that good results must flow from its 
adoption, the Secretary says he has directed 
thatio preparing plans for new military 
posts provided fur by Congress, prevision 
should be made for messing the troops by 
commands instead of by companies. 

THE DEFENSELESS SEACOAST. 

The attention of Congress is «gain in- 
vited to the defenseless condition of the 
seacoast and lake frontiers, and liberal and

It is suggested that some actiom 
should be taken by Congress to enforce the 
rights of the United States in navigable 
streams within the limita of States, and 
thus give effect to the duty resting upom

HK KICKS ABOUT A FIRE-TRAP 


And About the Paving of North Main 
Street—A Leisurely Contractor 
Who Has Broken Up a Couple of 
Business Firms. 


“One of these days there will be a terri- 


Ble fire in the block bounded on the west 


by Main street, on the sough by First street, 
on the east by Los Angeles street, and on 
the north by Requena street,” remarked a 
prominent business man, who has his place 
on Main street, toa Times reperter yester- 


“] don’t like to build up a reputation for 
being a kicker, but one sees so many 
things in this city to find fault with,” con- 
tinued he. “Of coutse, there are a few 

xi buildings in the block just named, 

t there are shanties in the 
southern half of the block that weuld not be 
tolerated in any other city in the United 
States or any other country. 

“At one time I thought we had a buliiding 
company in this city who made it its busi- 

ness to go around at nicht and set fire to old 
nests. Fora short time it was quite-active. 
Old Chinatown was burned out, and the 
disreputable shanties where the Wilson 
block now stands, on the corner of First 
and Spring streets, were burned down after 
three attempts. 

“| believe one or two attempts were made 
to burn out the dens along the north side 
of First street, between Los Angeles and 
Main, but for some reason the scheme fell 
through, and they are still standing there. 
Of course I don’t believe in such work, but 
the city has the right to condemn sheils of 
that kind, for they are nothing’ but fire 
traps, and if the authorities were to order 
the owners to pull them down, good build- 
ings would soon be erected. 

“| know of no city on the coast that is so 
much in need of an executive officer, who 
will np things up, and force property-hold- 
ers to do their duty. A man who will go 
after rich men and make them do their 
duty by ‘the city which holds their prop- 
erty, is the kind of executive officer that is 
needed here at the present time. 

‘This is the most dangerous spot in the 
city, and should a fire break out duringa 

wind storm half of the city might buin 
_ down before the fire could be checked. 

“That wooden shew place in the center 

of the block on Main street is very danger- 
ous, ana for the life of me Il cannot under- 
stand what the Council and Fire Commis- 
sioners can be thinking about to allow the 
erection of such a structure, 
. “There is another thing that I want to 
kick about while lam growling. At least 
three firms that were doing a big business a 
year ago and were away ahead of the 
Sheriff have been compelled to go into in- 
solvency. 

“T have reference to the paving of Main 
street. As soon as the paving company be- 
fan to pave North Main street above the 
‘Temple block the trouble began and has 
been growing worse and worse day by day. 
The paving company has a_ very 
singular way of doing business. On 
Saturday afternoon at 3:30 o’clock a wagon- 
load of rocks will come around and be 
dumped out. The workmen will put them 
jin we in a few hours, and the whole gang 
will disappear and nothing more will be 
heard fram them until the ollewing Satur- 
day at 3:30 p.m. ;

The Rev. T. de Witt Talmage, D.D., 
preached an eloquent sermon on “The 
Fragrance of the Gospel,” taking for 
his text, ‘All thy garments smel) of 
myrrh, and aloes, and cassia, out of 
the ivory palaces.” Psalms xiv, 8. 
He said: 

Among the grand adornments of the 
city of Paris is the Church of Notre 
Dame, with its great towers, and elab- 
Orated rose-windows, and sculpturing 
of the lust judgment, with the trumpet- 
ing angels aud rising dead; its battle- 
ments of quarter-toil: its sacristy, with 
tibbed ceiling and statues of suints. 
But there was nothing in all that 
building which more vividly appealed 
to my piain republican tastes than the 
costly vestments which lay in oaken 


presses—robes that had been embroid- 


ered with guild, and been worn 
y popes and _ archbishops on 
great occasions. There was a robe 
that had been worn by Pius VII at the 
crowning of the first Napoleon. There 
was also a vestment that had been 
worn at the baptism of Napoleon LI. 
As our guide opened the “oaken 
presses and brought out these vest- 
ments of fabulous ~cost, and lifted 
them up, the fragrance of the pungent 
aromatics in which they have been pre- 
served, filled the place with a sweet- 
ness that was almost oppressive. Noth- 
ing that had been Gone in stone 
more vividly impressed me than these 
things that had been done in cloth, 
aud embroidery and perfume. But to- 
day I open the drawer of this text, and 
I look upon the kingly robes of Christ 
and as 1 lift them, flashing with eternal 
jewels, the whole house is filled with 
‘the aromaof these garments, which 
“smell of myrrh, and alues, and cassia, 
out of the ivory palaces.” 

In my text the King steps forth. His 
robes rustle and blaze as He advances. 
His pomp. and power and glory over- 
master the spectator. More brilliant 
is He than Queen Vashti, meving amid 
the Persian princes; than Marie An- 
toinette on the day when Louis XVI 
Se upon her the necklace of eight 

undred diamonds; than Anne Boleyn 
the day when Henry VIII welcomed 
her to his palace; all beauty and all 
pomp forgotten, while we stand in the 

resence of this imperial glory, king of 
-4ion, king of earth, king of heaven, 
king forever! His garments not worn 
out, not dust-bedraggied, but radiant, 
and jeweled, and redolent. It seems 
as if they must have been pressed a 
hundred years amid the flowers of 
heaven. The wardrobes from which 
they have been tuken must have been 
sweet with clusters of campbire, and 
frankincense; and all mariner of pre- 
cious wood. Do you notinhale the odors? 
Ay, ay. They smei]l of myrrh, and 
aloes, and cassia, out of the ivory pal- 

aces. 

Your first curiosity is toknow wh 
the robes of Christ are odorous wit 
myrrh. This was a_ bright-leafed 
Abysainian plant. It was trifoliated. 
The Greeks, Egyptians, Romans and 
Jews bought and sold it at a high price. 
The first present that was ever given 
to Christ was a sprig of myrrh, thrown 
on His infantile bed, in Bethlehem, 
and the last gift that Christ ever had 
was myrrh pressed into the cup of His 
crucifixion. The natives would take a 
stone and bruise the tree, and then it 
would exude a gum that would satu- 


rate all the ground beneath. This gum | 


was used for purposes of merchandise. 
One piece of it, no arger than a chest- 
nut, would whelm a whole room with 
odors. It was put in closets, in chests, 
in drawers, in rooms, and its perfume 
adhered almost interminably -to any- 
thing that was anywhere near it. So, 
‘when in my text I read that Christ’s 
garments smell of myrrh, I immedi- 
ately conclude the exquisite sweetness 
of Jesus. iknow that to many He is 
only like any historical person; another 
John Howard; another philanthropic 
- Oberlin; another Confucius; a grand 
subject for a painting; a heroic theme 
for a poem; a beautiful form for a 


statue; but to those who bave. heard: 


His voice, aud felt His pardon, and 
received His benediction, He is music, 
and light, and warmth, and thrill, and 
eternal fragrance. Sweet as a friend 
sticking to you when all else betray. 
Liiting you up while others try to push 
you down, Not so.much like morning 
oes thag, bloom only when the sun 
coming up, tior like ‘four o’clocks,”’ 
that bloom only when the sun is going 
down, but like myrrh, perpetually aro- 
motic—the same morniug, noon and 
night, yesterday, today, forever. It 
seems as if we cannot wear Him out. 
We puton Him al! our burdens and 
afflict Him with all owr griefs, and set 
Him foremost in all our battles, and 
yet He is ready to lift, and to sympa- 
thize and to help. We have so imposed 
upon Him that one would thiuk in 
eternal yyae He would quit our soul; 
and yet today He addresses us with 
the same tenderness, dawns upon’ us 
with the same smile, pities us with the 
same compass.on. 
"There is no name like His for us. It 
is more imperial! than  Csesar’s, more 
musical than Beethoven’s, more con- 
quering than Charlemagne’s, more elo- 
uent than Cicero’s. Iltthrobs with all 
ife. It weeps with all pathos. It 
groans with all pain. It stoops with 
all condescension. It breathes with all 
riume. Who like Jesus to set a 
roken bone, to pity a homeless or- 
phan, to nurse a sick man, to take a 
mn, back without any scolding, to 
llumine a cemetery all ploughed with 
graves, to make a queen unto God out 
of the lost woman of the street, to 
catch the tears of Luman sorrow ina 
lachrymatory that shall never be 
broken? Who has such an eye to see 
our need, such a lip co kiss away our 
sorrow, such a hand to snatch us out 
of the fire, such a foot to tram- 
ie our enemies, such a heart 
embrace all our  necessi- 
ties? I struggie for some metaphor 
with which to express Him. He ig not 
like the bursting forth of a full or- 
chestra; that is too loud. Heis not 
like the sea when lashed to rage by the 
tempest; that is too boisterous. He is 
not like the mountain, its brow 
wreathed with the hzhtnings; that is 
too solitary. us a soiter type,a 
gaier comparison. We have seemed

How soon you would turn fram your 
novels, If the philosopher leaped out 
of his bath in a frenzy of joy, and 
clapped his hands, and rushed through 
the streets, because he had found the 
Solution of a mathematical problem, 
how will ye feel, leaping from tbe 
fountain of a Savior’s mercy and par- 
don, washed, clean, and made white as 
snow, when the question has been 
solved: ‘‘How can my soul be saved?’’ 
Naked, frost-bitten, storm-lashed soul, 
let Jesus this hour throw around thee 
the “garments that smell of myrrh, 
and aloes, and cassia, out of the ivory 
palaces.’’ é 

Yovr second curiosity is to know 
why the robes of Jesus are odorous 
with aloes. There is some difference 
of opinion about where these aloes 
grow, what is the colorof the flower, 
what is the particular appearance of 
the herb. Suffice it for you and me to 
know that aloes mean bitterness the 
world over, and when Christ comes 
with garments bearing that particular 
odor, they suggest to me the bitterness 
ofa Savior’s sufferings. Were there 
ever such nights as Jesus lived through 
—nights on the mountains, nights on 
the sea, nights in the desert? 
Who ever had such®* a_ hard 
receptisn as Jesus had? A _ hos- 
telry the first, an unjust trial in oyer 
and terminer another, a foul-mouthed, 
yelling mob the last. Was there a 
space on His back as wide as your two 
tingers where He was not whipped ? 
Was there a space on his brow an inch 
square where he. was not cutof the 
briers? Whenthe spike struck at the 
instep, did it not go clear through to 
the hollow of the foot? Oh, long, deep, 
bitter pilgrimage. Aloes! Aloes! 

John leaned bis head on Christ, but 
who did Christ lean on? Five thou- 
sand men fed by the Savior; ‘who fed 
Jesus? The sympatliy of a Savior’s 
heart going out to the leper and the 
adulteress, but who soothed Chris? 
Denied both cradie and death bed, He 
had a fit place neither to be born nor to 
die. A poor babe! A poor lad! A 
peor young man! Not so much 
asataper to cheer his dying hours. 
Even the candle of the sun snuffed out. 
Oh! was it not all aloes? All our sins, 
sorrows, bereavements, losses, and all 
the agonies of earth and hell picked 
up as in one cluster and squeezed into 
one cup, and that pressed to His lips, 
until the acrid, nauseating, bitter 
draught was swallowed with a dis- 
torted countenance, and a shudder 
from head to foot, anda gurgling 
strangulation. Aloes! aloes! pg 


but aloes! All this for Himself? Al 
this to get the fame in the 
world of being martyr? 


All this in a spirit of stubbornness, be- 
cause He did not like Cesar? No! no! 
All this because He wanted to pluck 
you and me from hell. Because He 
wanted to raise you and me to heaven. 
Because we were lost and He wanted 
us found. Because we were blind and 
He wanted us tosee. Because we were 
serfs and He wanted us manumitted. 
Oh, ye in whose cup of life the saccha- 
rine has predominated; oh, ye who 
have had bright and sparkling )bever- 
ages, how do you feel toward Him who 
in your stead, and to purchase your 
disenthrallment, took the aloes, the 
unsavory aloes, the bitter aloes? 

Your third curiosity is to know why 
these garments of Christ are odorous 
with cassia. This was a plant that 

rew in India and the adjoining islands. 
oe do not care to hear what kind of 
a flower it had or what kind of a stalk. 
It is enough for me to tell you that it 
was used medicinally. In that land 
and in that age, where they knew but 
little about pharmacy, cassia was used 
to arrest many forms of disease. So, 
when in my text we find Christ coming 
with garments that smell of cassia, it 
suggests to.me.the healing and curative 
power of the Son of God. ‘Oh,’ 
you say, “now you have a gel 
fluous idea. We are not sick. hy 
do we want cassia? We are athletic. 
Our respiration is perfect. Our limbs 
are lithe, and in these cool days we feel 
we could bound like the roe.” I beg 
to differ, my brother, from you. None 
of you can be better in physical health 
than Lam, and yet I must say we are 


our case, and have examined all the 
st authorities on the subject, and I 
have come now to tell you that you 
are full of wounds and bruises and 
“eee eg sores which have not been 
und up, or mollified with ointment. 
The marasmus of sin is-on us— 
the palsy, the dropsy, the. lep- 
rosy. The man that is expiring§to- 
night on Fulton street—the allopathic 
and homeopathic doctors having given 
him up, and his friends now standing 
around to take his last words—is no 
more certainly dying as to his body 
‘than you and I are dying unless we 
have taken the medicine, from God’s 
apothecary. . All the leaves of this 
Bible are only se many prescriptions 
from tbe divine physician, written, not 
in Latin, like the prescriptions of 
earthly physicians, but written in plain 
English; so that a man, though a fool, 
need not err therein. Thank God t iat 
the Savior’s garments smell of cassia. 
Suppose a man weresick, and there 
was a phial on his mantel-piece with 
medicine be knew would cure him, 
-and he refused to take it, what would 
you say of him? Heisa suicide. And 
what Go you gay of that man who, sick 
in sin, has the healing medicine of God’s 
grace offered him,and refuses to take 
it? If he dies he isasuicide. People 
talk as though God took a man and led 
him out to darkness and death, as 
though He brought him up to the 
cliffs and then pushed him off. Qh, no! 
When a man is lost it is not because 
God pushes him off; it is because he 
jumps off, In olden times a suicide was 
buried at the cross-roads.and the people 
were accustomed to throw stones upon 


be in this house a man wh) 1s destroy- 
ing his own soul, and as though the 
angels of God were here to bury fim at 
the point where the roads of life and 
death cross each other, throwing upon 
the grave the broken law and a great 
pile of misimproved privileges, so that 
those going may look at the fearful 
mound, and learn what a suicide it is 
when ano immortal 8oul, for which 
Jesus died, puts itself out of the way. 

When Christ trod this planet with 
foot of flesh the people rushed after 
Him—people who were sick, and those 
who, being so sick they could not 
walk, were brought by. their friends. 
Here I see a mother holding up her 


croup, Lord Jesus. Oure this scarlet 
fever.”’ And others crying: “Cure 
this ophthaimia. Give ease and rest 
to this spinal distress. . Straighten this 
club-foot.’’ Christ made every house 
where He stopped a dispensary. I do 
not believe that in the nineteen cen- 
turies that have gone by since His 
heart has got hard. I 
can come now with all our wounds of 
soul and get His benediction. O Jesus, 
here we are. We want healing. We 
want sight. We want health. 
want life. The whole need not a phy- 
sician, but they that aresick. Blessed 
that Jesus Christ comes 
through this assemblage now, his gar- 
ments smeliing of ‘‘myrrh’’—that

_Report of the Secretary of the Interior. 


The report of the Secretary of the 
Interior, extracts from which will be 
found in our telegraph columns, con- 
tains anumber of matters of interest 
to this coast. 

The Secretary strongly indorses the 
projected survey of the western water- 
courses for the purpose of establishing 
an irrigation system. He suggests that 
the present desert-land law should be 
abrogated, and that Congress, rather 
than private individuals, should under- 
take the proposed irrigation scheme. 
He points out that, in addition te the 
great benefit which the Nation would 
derive from the increase in its area of 
arable land, there is every prospect 
that such a system as that proposed 
would have the effect of decreasing 
the disastrous floods which so fre- 
quently work havoc along the Missis- 
‘sippi and other large rivers. 

"The report. of the Commissioner of

Paris.

Panis, Dec. 2,—By Cable and Associa 
Press.| A host of sightseers gathered 
around the Baudin monument at the en- 
trance to the Montmartre Cemetery this 
morning. The municipal parade started 
from the Hotel de Ville at 11:15 a.m., and 
Slowly proceeded through the streets, 
reaching the cemetery at 3 o’clock. The 
police stopped all carriage traffic along the 


-route, and as far as possible formed a cor: 


don in order to keep back the crowd, No 
incident occurred that impeded the march 
of the paraders beyond an occasional 


‘demonstration of anti-Boulangists and 


other factions. The procession in point of 
numbers was a failure, not more than 30,000 
to 40,000 being in line, and half of those 
taking part were delegates from the prov- 
inces. The spectators were mostly sight- 
poses. making no display of political feel- 
n 


n arriving at the monument, Darbt, 
president of the Municipal Council, deliv- 
ered an oration. He said the object of the 
demonstration was to cominemorate Bau- 
din’s intrepid defense of the Republic’s 
ce a against Cesarism, and to honor those 
who had been prescribed or had fallen at 
the time ofthe coup d’ etat. Aftera vigor- 
ous attack upon Boulangism, he said: ‘fhe 
Democracy acquiring renewed strength, 
and in want of an example of glorious 
deeds is prepared for Cwserism, which is 
again daring to raise its head.” 

The speech was received with cries of 
“vive la Republique” and prolonged 
cheers. There was no dissenting cries. 
The procession filed past the monument 
and then returned singing the ‘Marseil- 
laise,” In the evening the city resumed its 
normal aspect. 

BOULANGER BANQUETTED. 

Boulanger arrived at Nevers this morn- 
ing, He was greeted by an orderly crowd. 
At a banquet in the evening there were 500 
guests. Boulanger was loudly cheered. 
Simultaneously an anti-Boulangist meetiug 
was held in a theater, at which Deputies 
Basby and Dryolon denounced Boulanger 
as a traitor and plagiarist of Napoleon.

The minor coinage of 
the mint at.Philadelphia was the largest in 
the history of the mint service, being occa- 
sioned by the demand for 5 cent nickels and 
I cent bronze pieces.

26, 1882, of the value of $15,845,986, against

tured. The average cost per fine ounce of 
all silver furnished for standard dollars was

The seignorage on the coinage of silver 
dollars during the year was $8,407,922, and 
on subsidiary coinage $71,191. The seignor- 
age on the coinage of silver from July 1, 
1878, to June 30, 1888, amounted to $47,536,- 
680. The earnings of the mints and assay 
offices from all sources amounted to $9,788,- 

92, ana the expenditures and operating 
losses to $1,534,209, 

The total imports of gold coin and 
bullion during the year were $43,934,317, 
and the total exports $18,376,234, or an ex- 
cess of imports of $15,558,083, There wasa 
net loss of €5,258,788 by the export of sil- 
ver. 

The production of gold and silver in the 
United States for the calendar year 1887 is 
estimated to have been $31,000,000 gold and 
53,554,000 silver. The production of gold 
throughout the world has remained nearly 
constant, while the production of silver has 
increased in the last four years about $25,- 
000,000 The aggregate coinage of the 
world, including recvinage, during the cal- 
endar year 1887 was _ $124,992,365 gold and 
$160,984,877 silver.

The stock of 
gold and silver coins in the United States 
on July 1, 1888, is estimated to have been:

the President.. He begins by calling atten- 
tion to the wide scope uf the department’s 
jurisdiction, and suggests the need for 
further and more precise definitions of the 
duties of the many officials employed in it. 
,The report of the Commissioner of the 
General Land Office is then taken up, 
During the past year patents were issued 
to the number of 47,180°for agricultural 
lands, covering an area estimated to exceed 
7,500,000 acres, an increase of 22,622 patents 
over the number issued during the preceding 
year, with a greater acreage by more than 
3,000,000. One thousand and thirty-four 
mineral patents and 114 coal-land patents, 
the jatter for 15,088.72 acres, were issued. 
Of railroad lands there were patented or 
certified 829,162.45 acres. Onder the yi 
land act title passed to States for 96,515.19 
acres, and under other internal improve- 
ment and educational grants to various 
States 99,205.42 acres were conveyed. On 
miscellaneous claims, embracing private 
land claims, donations, Indian severalty 
grants and scrip locations, patents issued 
covering 26,402.51 acres, making the aggre- 
gate quantity of land for which title was 
passea during the year, in P 
and estimated in part, 8,605,194.29 acres. 

IRRIGATION AND DESERT LAND LAW. 

Conterning irrigation and the desert lan 
law the report says: 

“As is well, known, there lie’ in our 
western territory extensive plains or wastes 
of land which appear to lack nothing o 
natural provision to render them fertile an 
productive except a sufficient supply of 
water, which they do not even approxi- 
mately receive? through rain-fall. 
Enough has been done in the way of experi- 
ment to give proof that proper irrigation 
can be employed relieve the 
sterility of immense tracts of these lands 
and render them highly valuable; 
Nature, always ready with a discoverable 
remedy for every apparent lack, has fur- 
nished in the rivers and streams the means 
of applying to these the surplus rains of 
other regions, 

“lt was a limited and inadequate Lage o 
tion of the full measure and value of this 
fact which led to the enactmentof the 
desert-land law. That enactment was very 
empirical, and but a rude attempt to accom- 
plish what a high and civilized power, 

ighted by science, ought to achieve. By 
its confused terms it manifests but a dim 
and groping vision ef the subject, and its 
ractical operation appears to be so limited 
n good results and productive of bad 
effects, that it seems to be time to repeal it 
and proceed with more enlightened and

INDIAN AFFAIRS. 

Under this head the report says: 

“The general condition of our Indian 
people, and of the affairs of the Govern- 
ment directed to their care and improve- 
ment, has, during the past year, continued 
satisfactory. No disturbances and no seri- 
ous ticubles of any kind have anywhere oc- 
curred. The conduct of the Indians has 
been almost universally quiet and orderly, 
and their disposition perhaps more than 
usually. peaceable and tractable. There 
seems to be no reason to question that, al- 
though progress is not rapid, still the trans- 
formation of the Indian character and 
habits is steadily progressing, and that with 

continuing beneficence in the treatment of 

them by the Government, it need not fall to 
the lot of this people to inflict upon them 
the crowning act of injustice by their an- 
nihilation, but they may yet be molded into 
civilized form, embraced within the folds of 

society, and elevated by enlightenment to a 

condition of development and happiness 

which shall to some degree atone in the 

Indians of the future for the nee 
_ which has been suffered by the Indians of 

the ap in their contact with white men. 

measure of progress attained neces 
sarily corresponds to the intelligence, 
energy and steadfast uniformity with which 
their treatment and the work of their 
alleviation are prosecuted. Thus it happens 
that we have now in some parts of the 
country Indian people who are self-sup- 
porting, oftentimes industrious and success- 
ul to a gratifying degree, who have estab- 
lished to ademonstration the possibility of 
the race for the reception of all the bene- 
ficial gga and acquirements of civil- 
ized lifp; while.on the other hand, there 
oe remain some who are troglodytes in 
rbarism. And among the various tribes 
are shaded the differences between these 
-fwo-extremes. The varying conditions de- 
also to a considerable upon 
ortuitous circumstances which have oper- 
ated either to debar, to iimit or modify the 
attempts hitherto addressed to their 
amelioration. 

“The policy of the Governmen 
time past consistently pursued by the 
course of legisiation and administration,, 
has wholly broken up the tribal system of 
government among several of the tribes 
a nds, and with others has weakened 
it Stage of disintegration. The ob- 
’ gtwactive influence of chiefs and head men 

to civilized methods has been largely dimin- 

ished by no longer making agreements or 
conventions with them alone, but after. so- 
liciting the views of -all adult males, by 
_ determining according tothe voice of a ma- 
jority or a greater number; by no longer is- 
suing rations to the chiefs and heads of 
bands for distribution by them, but, instead, 
to heads of families, and, where expedient 
to so limit it, to the able-bodied adult males 
for services performed; and by permittin

* individuals to leave their reservations an 


take homesteads upon the public domain 
without prejudice to their rights in tribal 
annuities, funds, lands or property. By 
_these means, individuality in Indian man- 
has been encour. ged and fostered, and 

a realization of personal responsibility ex- 
tended. ‘The punishment of lesser misde- 
meapbors among them by the “courts of In- 
dian offenses,” organized and conducted in 
imitation of civilized methods, appears to 
have produced good results.

of this kind unpaid on the 30th 
of June, upon which were due 
$2,465, 722.58, The cost attending the dis- 
bursement: of this money, embracing the 
pay of the officers and emplogés of the bu- 
reau, its agents, surgeons, special examin- 
ers and others, was $5.262,524,67, making 
tetal expenditure for all purposes ‘by the 
bureau during the year, €82,038,386.59; be- 
ing 2134 per cent. of the total gross income 
of the United States for that time, and 
nearly 31 percent. of the total expendi- 
tures of the Government for the fiscal year. 
This entire business was transacted with- 
out defalcation or financial irregularity in- 
volving the Government, and there was 
some acceleration of the rapidity of pay- 
ment,” 

THE INTERSTATE COMMISSION. 

Concerning the Interstate Coromerce 
Commission, the Secretary says: 

“IT desire to renew the recommendation of 
my predecessor in office, in the last annual 
report, that this Commission be made inde- 
pendent of the Department of the interior, 
required to report directly to the President 
or to Congress, and authorized to appoint 
its own officers and employés, and to deal 
directiy with the treasury in the expendi- 
ture of and accounting for the appropria- 
tions made for its support. 

“The character of this commission, as in- 
dicated by the nature of the duties assigned 
to it by law and the manner of its appoint- 
ment, which it may be safely expected will 
always secure maintenance of its constitu- 
tion upon the present high plane, renders 
this a measure of personal justice. Besides 
that, the duty of determining upon the ap- 
pointinent of its officers and employés on 
appeal, as it were, frem the commission 
itself, is invidious and irksome; nor 
the Secretary of the _ Interior 

to decide the questions in- 
ed,- except by requiring an 
exhibition of the circumstances and condi- 
tions which affected the judgment of the 
commission in making appointments or ex- 
penditures, He cannot well have any sat- 
isfactory or trustworthy .means of inde- 
pendent inguiry. His duty must there- 
lore either be perfunctorily performed, in 
which case it is still more disparaging to 
the character of the commission, or it must 
be performed in the exercise of a superin- 
tending authority without means of judg- 
ing as satisfactory as those possessed by the 
commission whose action he reviews. 

‘The report of the commission for the 
eneene year has not yet been received. 

hen it shall have been delivered to me 
I shall transmit a copy of it to vou and also 
to Congress, as required bylaw. 


DICKINSON’s REPORT. 


A Year's Work in the Postoffice De- 
partment. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 2.—|By the 
gociated fPress.| The Postmaster-Gener- 
al’s report presents concisely the con- 
dition and history. of every division and 
branch of the postal service for the fiscal 
year ended June 30, 1888, with many strik- 
ing comparisons with previous years, show- 
ing a remarkable expansion of business and 
large increase in expenditures, ‘The fol- 
lowing are some of the leading statements 

and recommendations of the report: 

The gross revenue for the year was $52,- 
695,176. The total expenditure, inclusive of 
liabilities for the year unpaid and embrac- 
ing the amount of transportation of mails 
on the Pacific rvuads, was 256,885,403. The 
estimated deficiency, therefore, is $4,150,229. 
For the fiscal year commencing July 1, 
1884, and ending June 20, 1885, the total rev- 
enue was $42,560,843, and the cash defici- 
ency was '$6,973,944. The deficiency 
for 1886 was $7,166.584. In 1887 the cash de- 
ficiency was $4,297,238. The amount of 
ordinary tal revenue for the fiseal year 
ending June 30, 1889, is $51,806,859; add 9 
per cent. for increase, €4,670,717, and it 
gives the estimated amount of ordinary 

tal revenue for the fiscal year ending 
une 30, 1889, as $56,567,576. The amount 
of the estimated revenue from the monevy- 
order business is $825,000. The total esti- 
mated gross receipts for the year ending 
June 30, 1889, are $57,392,576. The amount 
appropriated for some of this year is $60- 
860,233, or an excess over the amount of the 
revenue estimated above of $3,447,657, which 
willbe drawn from the general treasury 
should the total amount appropriated be 
needed. The estimated amount of 
ordinary postai revenue for the fis- 
cal year ending June 30, 1889, is 
$56,567,576, add 9 per cent. for increase, 
$5,091,081, and it gives an estimated amount 
of ordinary revenue for the fiscal year end- 
ing June 30, 1890, of $61,658,653, The 
ammount of estimated revenue from the 
money-order business is $50,000, and the 
total estimated gross receipts for the year 
ending June 30, 1890, are $62,508,658, The 
probable amount of expenditures to be 
nade in carryingon the business of the 
postal service for the year ending June 30, 
890, as shown by estimates submitted to 
the Secretary of the Treasury, is $65,812,073, 


eral treasury 1s therefore $3,303,414, 
. THE VOLUME OF BUSINESS. 

The total number of postoffices is 57,576, 
an increase over 1835 of 6124. The number 
of postmasters appointed during the year 
ended June 30, 1885, was 12,288, of whom 
6521 were upon resignation and commis- 
sions expired, 1244 upon removals, 659 to fill 
vacancies by death, and 4864 on the estab- 
lishment of new postoffices. During the 
year 1645 postoffices were discontinued, and 
the names and sites of 1492 were changed, 
retaining the incumbents. The adjustment 
of July 1, 1588, establisned 97 offices in the 
first class, 497 in the second class, and 1908 
in the third class, making a total of Presi- 
dential offices at the date last named of 
2502. Thegross receipts which acerued at 
Presidential offices for the four quarters 
ended March 31, 1888, amounted to #38,498,- 
987, an increase of $3,526,825 as compared 
with the adjustmentof July 1, 1887. ‘There 
bas been an increase of $522,500 in the 
amount required for salaries of Presiden- 
tial postmasters over the amount required 
for 1887.

While the free delivery 
service with its 358 offices has received 
marked legislative consideration, providing 
for careful classification and promotion of 
carriers and providing substitutes for vaca- 
tions and holidays, and a limitation in the

There has been provided for the cost of 
clerks in ail postofiices in the United States

“The act of Congress approved July 24, 
1888, authorized the allowing for rent, fuel 
and lights for third class postoffices, as fre- 
guently recommended by the department, 
On the lst of July, 1883, 1908 offices were 
assigned to the third class, and under the 
operation of the existing law 80 additional 
ollices were assighed to the third class from 
October 1888, making a to- 
tal number of 1988. The limitations of 
the said act by which the maximum 
annual rent for an ofiice for the third class 
was-fixed at $300, and the maximum allow- 
ance for uel and for lights at #60, should, 
ip my opinion be repealed, as the best in- 
terests of the service require discretionary 
authorit7 in the head of the department to 
fix this allowance, having regard to local 
needs, 

POSTAL TELEGRAPHY. 

If the correspondence of the country is to 
continue to be under the charge and pro- 
tection of the Government, the vast and 
increasing volume conducted by telegraphy, 
and the right of the people to be afforded 
facilities for the best and quickest 
transmission at rates within the means 
of all, will press .this subject upon 
the attention of Congress with more and 
more urgency. The chief difficulties in the 
way are the great cost of the present 
methods and the absence of safeguards, 
which, according to the théory of the pres- 
ent mail service, suould protect the privacy 
of correspondence. I have given the sub- 
ject much consideration, and 1 believe the 
inventive genius of this country has reached 
a stage in discovery in electric scieace 
when these problems will be solved. The 
subjects of so great importance to the people 
that 1 believe an opportunity should be 
given for the presentation and examination 
of inventions which have been informally 


presented to the committees of Con- 
ress, thé departments and the pub- 
anyt that stimulus’ should 
be given to inventors to turn their 
attention to improvements of the old 
methods, I recommend the appointment 


of a commission of competent and disinter- 
ested men, jearned in science, who may ex- 
amine inventions and invite others, who 
shall be authorized to erect short experi- 
mental lines, and who shall report to 
President or to Congress the result of their 
investigations.” 

He submits that appropriations for speci 
pay to r&ilroads should be better dis- 
tributed, or, if needed, be increased. If 
the policy of special appropriations for in- 
ereased pay is to be continued, he calls 
attention to the settled application of such 
appropriations to the payment of one or two 
lines of road, and the absence of any such

FOREIGN MAIL SERVICE. 

The tetal cost of the foreign mail service 
was $490,067, of which $464,910 was for 
transporting the mails of -United States 
origin. Of this amount there was paid for 
the trans-Atiantic service $353,262; for the 
trans-Pacifie service, $42,593; aud for mis- 
eellaneous service, $58,553. In tiie trans- 
Atlantic steamship service, mails for 
Europe have been invariably assigned each 
month to those steamers which made the 
fastest time, as ascertained from the aver- 
age of number of trips as reported by the 
steamship companies. 

The department, during the year, nego- 
tiated a postal convention between the 
United States and Canada, which went into 
operation March 1, 1888, dnd makes virtu- 
ally one postal territory of the United 
States and Canada. Uniformity of postage 
rates had already been established, but 
there was still a restriction that no mer- 
chandise of any kind could be sent to 
Canada. This restric‘ion has now been 
removed, and with @ exception of 
specially prohibited articles, merchandise 
can bow be sent at fourth-class rates of 
postage. 

Parcel postal conventions were con- 
cluded during the fiscal year ended June 
30, 1888, with Barbadoes, the Bahamas, 
British Honduras and Mexico. Parcel-post 
conventions are now pending with ail Cen- 
traland South American states, and will 
doubtless prove a great benetit to American 
commerce and industry. }

The Postmaster-General calls attention to 
franking privileges, and recommends a re- 
vision, with penalties for its violation. He 
carefully reviews the statutes’ and points 
out their want of uniformity. The follow: 
a: is his closing paragraph on the sub- 
ect: 

“If the franking privilege were abolished 
and a regular allowance for the  pur- 
chase of postage-stamps made, instead 
every Senator and member of the Louse of 
Representatives would be placed upon an 
exact equality. No one could inake use of 
the maiis beyond his own allowance, and 
no unauthorized person could make use of 
the n.ails to forward unofficial matters. The 
Agricultural College now enjoying the 
franking, privilege might be furnished, 
through the Department of Agriculture, 
with the free-of-penalty envelopes.” 

As to the relations of the Government 
with the railroads, the Postmaster-General
